SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Brookfield: 


I beg ieave to submit the following, as the annual report of the 
schoels in this tuwn: 

District No. 1. One term, Length of term 13 weeks; whoie 
number of scholars, 18; average attendance, 15. Teacher, Mr 
Charles Cclman, wages per u cuth including board $25.00. The 
school made an unusual degree of progress during this term. Sey- 
eral of the larger scholars atteaded. | Book-keeping. 


District No. 2.—I have not received any notice of a school in 
this district during the rresent year. 


Disrrict No. 8. ‘pring term.—Length of term 10 Hebe: 
whole number scholars, 30; average attendance 25 ; number nct 
absent one half day, 6. Teacher. Miss Lizzie Libbey ; wages 
per month $20.00. At the closing examination the indications 
were that some of the most important branches had been somewhat 
neglected. 

Summer term—Length of term 8 weeks; whole number of 
scholars, 53; average attendance 32; number not absent one half 
day 10. Teacher, Miss Lizzie Cate; wages per month includ- 
ing board, $20.00. I regard Miss Cate as an accomplished, active, 
and efficient teacher of youth. The recitations were excellent, 
indicating that the classes had been under the disrection of a 
competent teacher. 

Winter term.—Length of term 8,4 weeks; whole number of 
scholars, 25; aveiage attendance 22; number not absent one half 
day, 8. Teacher.— Mr. Joseph L. Young; wages per month in- 
eluding boaid, $22.00. This is the only term of school that has 
not received the usual number of v'sits from the committee, in 
consequence of sickness Mr. Young was obliged to close his school 
sooner than was intended. 


Disrricr No 4, Summer term,—Length of term 6 weeks ; 
whole number of scholars. 22; average attendance, 20; number 
not absent one half day, 7. Teacher, Miss Nellie Deering; waz- 
es per month including board $18.00. I consider Miss Deering 
a well qualified teacher this is the second term taught by Miss. 
Deering in this district. The school made good improvement. 

Winter term.—Length of term 7.6 weeks; whole number of 
scholars, 25; number not absent one half day, 6. Teacher, Mr. 
Daniel Palmer; wages per month including board, $25.00. Mr. 
Palmer is a young teacher. 

District No’s. 5 and 2 united with district No. 7, in the town 
of New Durham. 

District No. 6 is united with district No. 2 in the town of 
Wakefield. 

District No. 7.—Thbere are no scholars in this district—conse- 
quently there has been no school. Considering the dilapidated 
condition of the school house I would recommend uniting the dis- 
trict with district No. 1, of which it was formerly a part. 


District No. 8 has united with district No. 12 in the town of 
Wakefield. Whole number of scholars during the year. 73; ay- 
erage attendance, 63.33. 

Amount appropriated for support of schools $390.02 of this 
amount $16.27 of has been paid to other towns; $59.27 remains 
unexpended. 

In relation to text-books I have adopted the Lippincott series 
of Readers and Robinson’s Arithmetic. While most of the 
school money has been judiciously expended, I would suggest to 
School Agents the importance of compliance in the selection of 
teachers. Often times they throw burdens upon the School Com- 
mittee by hasty, and careless engagement of applicants who are 
unfit for the work of teaching, which might be avoided by using a 
little judgment and discretion. 

In conclusion I would say that. I regret to see so few parents 
names registered as: visitors, yet there are a few whose names are 
annually. recorded.
